Note and Comment 
All events of either local or 
general interest have been over- 
shadowed during the past week by 
the terrible disaster at the Strath- 
cona coal mine, as a result of which 
six of the employes lost their lives. 
We have read with complacency 
over and over again of similar 
tragedies, involving many times this 
number of lives, in the great mining 
districts of both Europe .and 
America But only when the scene 
is at our very doors, do we appre- 
ciate the sickening horror of it all. 
In the fuce of such an example of 
courage as that afforded by George 
H. Lamb, the pit foremun who 
rushed into the mine to warn the 
others and who sacrificed his life in 
doing so, our ordinary expressions 
of admiration altogether ail. It 
is not too much to say that by it 
the whole human race is ennobled. 
The deed is worthy of ranking with 
those of the great heroes of history. 
Yet if you had met Lumb on the 
street or had even been brought 


closely into touch with him, you 
would probably have said that he 
was a very ordinary man. The fact 
is that itis in the ranks of those 
who answer this description that the 
majority of the real heroes and of 
the men who are most worthy of 
being honored are to be found. 
Except for last Saturday’s conjunc- 
tion of circumstances no one outside 
a narrow circle, would have heard 
of George H. Lamb. But, if this 
disuster had never happened, and 
if to-day he were carrying on his 
regular work instead of lying in his 
grave, he would still bet he same 
man as responded with such alert- 
ness and such disregard of self to 
the- need of the occasion. Going 
about his duty regularly from day 
to day, making the most of his 
opportunities, he was quite as much 
a hero'as‘he was in.the closing hours 
of his life. And- there are ‘many 
more like him whose names will 
never be spreadj across the front 
page of a newspaper: 
“Gone under?” If you like! as trees 

Stand firm on roots that grasp 

the soil. 
So statesare formed on men like 
these 

And Empires builded on their toi). 

The coroner’s jury which investi- 
gated the disaster brought in a 
verdict censuring the mine company 
for not sinking another air shaft in 
compliance with the provincial regu- 
lations, as well as Provincial In- 
spector Fraser for not enforcing 
these.

it Was about vleven o'clock on 
Saturday night When the engine | 
house at the ti{ne was found to be 
on fire. How it caught no one 
knows. The night shift was at work 
in the mine. The flames rapid'y 
spread to the main shaft, over which 
wus built the high trestle that is 
familiar to all who know that part 
of the river bank. Lamb rushed 
through the burning building and 
down the shaft, making his way 
with the greatest difficulty, to warn 
the men, Finding them, he started 
up the air shaft, supposing that 
they were following him. On reach- 
ing the top, his clothing was all 
afire. So badly was he burned that 
he died on Stinday afternoon. The 
others, Joseph Hardy, G. Tettley, 
William McLelland, and Percy Har- 
rington, all English miners and T. 
Thojot, from Brittany, France, did 
not succeed in making their way to 
the surface, so that Lamb’s sacricfice 
was all in vain. 


The distressing event will serve 
to quicken interest in the work of 
the coal commission, now in session,

_died from a slight blow. 

Palmer has been one of England's 
foremost boxers for the past ten 
years, and in the years 1896-’97-’98 
he was invincible in his class, 

He held the bantam-weight cham- 
pionship of the world for several 
years and met his first defeat after 
reaching the highest rung of pugi- 
listie fame at the hands of Terry 
McGovern at Tuckahoo, U.S.A., on 
Sept. 12, 1899. During his asociation 
with the ring, Palmer's earnings 
are said to have totalled considerably 
more than $250,000, 

Like many other boxers of fame, 
Palmer got through his money very 
quickly, and it is only afew years 
back since he drove about. London 
in a tandem turnout. 

Pedlar was born at Canning Town, 
London, on Nov. 19, 1876, and al- 
| though now in the feather weight 
| Claas, he won all his great battles 
when in the bantum weight division‘

States in 1895 and fought a draw 
_ with George Dixon, the black demon.

Association of Alberta held) their 
first annual convention at Erskine 
on June S5thand 6th. The conven- 
tion was a splendid.success and the 
Association is to be congratulated on 
the results achieved during their 
ifirst-year’s existence. On account 
‘of the non-arrival of some of the 
speakers, Wednesday was devoted to 
sports and the regular business of 
the Convention was not taken up 
until Thursday morning. The ad- 
(dress of welcome was delivered by 
|G. C. Bergman of Erskine and the 
‘response by R. E. Fisk of Hillsdown. 
; President Geo. C. Root followed 
with his annual address which show- 
ed a splendid growth in) member- 
ship during the past year) and was 
replete with statistics and informa- 
‘tion showing the condition of the 
live stock industry in various foreign 
‘countries as well as figures showing 
production, exports and imports of 
the principal countries of the world, 
{ showing which were the greatest pro 
ducers and which were the greatest 
consumers of live stock and_ the 
various products of the packing 
houses. He also called attention to 
the valuable assistance rendered the 
stock growers by other govern- 
ments in the matter of securing 
markets and tothe neglect on the 


‘part of the Dominion government 


in taking action looking to the 
extension of markets for Canadian 
livestock. <A letter of regret was 
read from Dr. J. G. Rutherford, 
veterinary general of the Dominion, 
stating that it was impossble for 
him to be present. 

Senator Talbot followed with 
an excellent address which was 
listened to very attentively. He 
called attention to the vastly improv- 
ed condition of the stock growers as 
compared with afew years ago 
when prices realized were much less 
than at present, also to the desir- 
ability of placing finished products 
of the farm and ranch of the highest 
possible quality on the market in 
the shape of well fattened stock 
rather than the shipping of grass fed 
stock and large quantities of grain 
to the eastern markets, thereby 
affecting a large saving in trans- 
portation charges. He stated that 
it was his opinion that the unsatis- 
factory prices received for cattle 
was due to the lack of competition

The government, in conneetion 
with the the Canadian Pacifie rail- 
way had also rendered great assist- 
ance in the matter of bringing in 
better breeds of cattle and hogs and 
the government had held farmers 
institutes and fairs and stock judg- 
ing schools and taken steps for the 
eradication of diseases and assisted 
in various other ways. 

H. C. MeMullen, general live 
stock agent for the C.P.R., apolog- 
ised for the non-appearanee of Viee 
president Whyte of the C.P.R. due to 
the great) demands made upon his 
time, and enlarged upon the benefits 
to be derived from such meetings 
between the ranchers and representa- 
, tives of the railway companies which 
, would bring about a better under- 
standing between them. 

At the after noon session first 
address was delivered by S. S, 
Brogden, repersenting Poel, Brew-

RIVER,
